Massaging the muscles before 


going to bed may help prevent 
cramps.

JEWS PA PER I 
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Educational Experiment 


One of the major trends Ln elementary 


education has been the grouping of three 
grades into departments rather than sepa- 
rating each grade along rigid lines as 
previously. Green Bay public schools in- 
clude a primary department which young- 
sters usually complete in three years and 
there often are divisions within the de- 
partment so that more children may study 
at their own particular levels of ability. 
Appleton schools have incorporated an ad- 
ditional three grades into an intermediate 
level with much the same type of program. 


Now there is a pilot program in the 


Huntley school in Appleton which speci- 
fies that children from thrpp grades be in 
one room under one teacher. In reality 
this is an attempt to salvage from the out- 
dated one-room schools some of the ad- 
vantages that may be lost in the large, 
multi-class modern schools of our inte- 
grated districts today. 


The children in the Appleton experi- 


ments were chosen at random as to abil- 
ity and deportment. So far, tests indicate 
that academically the youngsters had some- 
what an edge on their traditional com- 
panions who are in rooms according to the 
level of ability of the student. But more 
than that, teachers report that the young- 
sters have assumed some of the charac- 
teristics of those who went to the little red 
schoolhouses. 


Conflict in Australia 


Australia has become the latest nation 


to get into a lather about a proposed nu- 
clear base. 


The United States wants to establish 


a naval communications center at Exmouth 
Gulf in Western Australia and apparently 
the agreement will be successfully made. 
The function of the base would be to con- 
trol nuclear powered submarines armed 
with Polaris missiles. The subs would oper- 
ate in the Indian Ocean and the South- 
west Pacific. The Exmouth Gulf facilities 
would be used especially to transfer com- 
mand decisions from Washington to indi- 
vidual submarine commanders. 


The opposition in Australia has cen- 


tered around what is supposed to be the re- 
sultant danger to Australia. The fear is that 
the establishment of the base would bring 
down the wrath of the Soviet Union upon 
Australia and increase the danger of at- 
tack. 


The charges have been well answered 


by reporter Michael Leifer in The Bulletin, 
an Australian magazine of opinion. "What 
seems to be important is not whether such 
a centre upgrades the status of Australia 
as a target in war, but whether it is likely 
to increase the possibility of war. In the 
event of a global nuclear war, Exmouth 
Gulf would not make any real difference 
to an Australia which would still feel the 


The one-room schools in which all eight 


grades might be taught by one teacher had 
the advantage that the brighter youngsters 
could hear and learn the lessons of the 
class ahead and the slower children could 
absorb once again the classwork a year or 
more behind them. There was a definite 
reliance upon the individual initiative of 
the student, not to stop where the lesson 
stopped, but to go on. Study habits had to 
be formed and the older students were 
expected to help take care of the younger 
ones. 


These characteristics are showing up in 


the mixed classes according to teacher re- 
ports. There is a big brother attitude and 
groups of different age levels work to- 
gether. The older children provide leader- 
ship and the younger ones learn to be- 
come leaders in their own time as they 
progress. There are fewer disciplinary 
problems and a rapid development in in- 
dividual study habits and initiative. The 
older children take pride in helping the 
younger ones who do not resent the as- 
sistance as they might from a classmate of 
the same age. 


Education is a never ending process and

When Czechoslovakia slipped behind 


the Iron Curtain without a murmur in 
1948. a lot of Americans were shocked. 
This was the nation supposed to be a 
showcase for democracy following its es- 
tablishment after World War I. It was the 
gallant little land that resisted the Nazis 
so desperately. 
What happened? 
And 


what has happened since? 


Of all the satellite nations, 
Czecho- 


slovakia has seemed the most subdued un- 
der the Soviet yoke. Between 1948 and 
1960 it changed almost completely to a 
socialistic way of life and without a hitch, 
or at least without notable opposition. Its 
industrial production climbed at an aver- 
age rate of about 11 per cent a year with 
the greater part of it in heavy industry. 
But last year the rate fell off and it ap- 
pears it will go no higher this year. Poor 
agricultural production has meant a con- 
tinually rising increase in food exports. 


The labor supply is low. There are more 
deaths than births per year in Prague. 
Cars are almost impossible to get. 
A suit 


costs more than half the average worker's 
monthly salary. 


Czechoslovakia is a grey country, dull 


and plodding. For a while there were signs 
that Czech artists and writers might have 
some liberty but the cultural chains light- 
ened. On holidays the Soviet flag flics in 
Czechoslovakia but it doesn't in Poland. 


Why Czechoslovakia so easily bent to 


the Russian yoke while Poland, Hungary 
and even recently Rumania have struggled 
in varying ways and degrees against the 
rawhide is hard to know. Perhaps the long 
years of fighting an oppressor took their 
toll in despair. Perhaps 
Czechoslovakia 


more than the other nations felt sold out 
by the West to the Soviet as indeed it was. 
Or perhaps Czechoslovakia never was a 
true nation with a real sense of national 
unity as was claimed for it in liberal circles.

Thirty years ago, on Jan. 30, 


1933, Adolph Hitler was appoint- 
ed Chancellor of Germany and 
began his bloody purge and 
putsch which led to World War 
n. 


Following the line of dictators 


since ancient times, Hitler or- 
dered the famous and infamous 
"Burning of the Books" 30 years 
ago. on May 10, 1933. Verboten 
books were piled one on the 
other into a massive pyramid; 
soaked with oil a torch lighted 
the mammoth pile, turned into 
a monstrous pyre. 


Flames licked hundreds of feet 


into the air. Thousands of jeer- 
ing students and middle-aged 
Brown Shirters danced around 
the flaming mass with mania- 
cal glee. Others stood mute, not 
understanding the symbolic sig- 
nificance of the act — the pre- 
lude to a drama of controlling 
men's minds by decreeing what 
they could and could not read. 


Forget the Symbolism 


Today, 
the burning of the 


books in Berlin is history; some- 
thing one reads about with cold, 
callous retrospect as a fact of 
the past. Unfortunately, too of- 
ten, we forget the symbolism 
and view it as something which 
happened "way b a c k there, 
three decades ago." 


Castro in Cuba ordered text- 


books rewritten to impregnate 
the minds of the young with 
Communist ideology. Russia has 
already spawned several gene- 
rations of students whose minds 
are completely controlled by doc- 
trines of Communist thought. 
The truth of the outside world 
never reaches them, never al- 
lows them free thought. T h e y 
never have the opportunity to 
think for themselves. 


Delving back into our own his- 


tory we dredge up the burning 
of books and witches in early 
New England. But, we think of 
it as history. History — it is not. 
We say, "It cannot happen again 
in our democracy." We delude 
ourselves. Happening again — 
it is. Dictatorship takes many 
forms, many guises, comes in 
devious ways. All around us to- 
day, in the United States, we find 
would-be dictators attempting to 
control teaching, cementing it 
into a rigid pattern which denies 
American \outh the chance to 
consider 
two sides 
of 
each 


question. In certain parts of the 
country no textbook, no teacher 
can mention the United Nations. 
We ourselves, lecturing in one 
city were asked not to menuon 
the U, N. because "several 
powerful members of our public 
school board 
will attend the 


luncheon." 


Plato's Warning 


In the Fifth century B. C. Pla- 


to said, "Nothing spoken or writ- 
ten is of any great value if the 
object is merely to be believed, 
it it cannot be criticized and 
thus learn more." His words are 
true today. Enlightenment and 
progress comes through knowing 
all facts, applying a trained 
mind to their consideration and 
then making s decision. Dicta- 
tors of 1963 would deny our chil- 
dren this privilege. 


Our own experience with these 


dictators of the mind has often 


been stormy. But, no better sum- 
mation of the dangers we face 
today can be found than in the 
reading of "The Censors and 
the Schools", a new book by 
Jack Nelson and Gene Roberts, 
Jr. (Little, Brown). Their book 
is the first documented, compre- 
hensive description of the activi- 
ties of pressure groups to censor 
school books. The facts are in- 
credible in this decade, when the 
United States is trying to shine 
before the world as an enlight- 
ened democracy.

Stage to Play

WASHINGTON 
(API - Ala 


bama's Gov. George C. Wallace 
has set the stage to play the 
martyr. That's dear, hut not his 
reason for trying it. 


Nine years ago the Supreme 


Court ordered public schools de- 
segregated, ruling that "separate 
educational 
facilities 
are 
un- 


equal." 


But the court, because there 


are so many elementary and sec- 
ondary schools and they have 
varying problems, allowed time 
for desegregating a!! of thorn. 


This was when il -said desegre- 


gation should proceed "with all 
deliberate speed." Recently the, 
court 
indicated 
it feels "speed 


is much too slow 


So much for Ihe elementary and 


secondary schools. 


As for state colleges or univers-j 


ities—the court said a week agol 
"recognition of the ne^d for r!p 
lay" has not even been extended 
to them.

is a public school and it hasn't1 


been desegregated at all Not onej 
school of any kind m Alabama has' 
been desegregated 
| 


Admission Ordered 
| 


This year a federal court, nine 


years after the Supreme Court's 
original ruling, ordered Negroes 
admitted next Monday to the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. 


Wallace promptly announced he 


would stand in the university door 
to block the Negroes from regis- 
tering. He repeated this as late 
as last Sunday. 


Wednesday 
a federal district 


judge, Seybourn H Lynne issued 
a stern injunction to Wallace not 
to interfere with the'Negroes' en- 
rollment. 


It does not prevent him from 


going to the campus Mondav nor 
demanding in the name of the! 
state that the Negroes be denied 
enrollment 


In effect, he's free to put on an 


act. 


Wallace Warned 


But the injunction warned him 


not to block, prevent or interfer? 
with the entrance of the Ncpo 
students bv "physically inlerpfos- 
ing his person or that of any other 
person under his direction or con- 
trol " 


If Wallace defies this injunction 


and is arrested and convicted of 
criminal contempt, he could bej 
jailed for 10 years. 


Nevertheless, a few hours after 


the warning from the judge, Wal- 
lace went on the air to say he 
would take action that "involves 
even my personal freedom, but I 
intend to carry it out, regardless 
of what risk I take " 


He added: "What happens to 


George Wallace is not important 
but what happens to constitutional 
government is very important." 


But how does the preservation 


of constitutional government jibe 
with what Wallace says he'll do 
since the Supreme Court has de- 
clared segregation unconstitution- 
al and a federal judge ordered 
Alabama's 
university 
desegre- 


gated'' 


Last Weekend 


Last weekend he said that resist- 


ance to the court order is a "dra- 
matic \\ ay to express to the Amer- 
ican people the omnipotent march 
of centralized government." 


Then he added this: "If I am 


arrested I will go peacefully. I 
haven't said I'd disobey a federal I 
court order for defiance's sake hut 
for testing " 


Testing what? 
He said the basic constitutional 


question to be decided 
in 
the 


courts is whether Alabama could 
operate its school system as it hasi 
in the past or \\helher the courts' 
and the federal go\ eminent would 
in effect, operate the system. 


Both parts of this question can 


be answered easily:

1. The courts and the federal 


government, as Wallace knows i 
do rot operate state's school sys- 
tems. So this is not a real ques-, 
tion.

2 Alabama in the past has op-

So there is no constitutional 


question left to be tested.
